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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

• Species I - Figures 5, 9 and 11-14; 

• Species II - Figure 1 0 

wherein Figures 1-4 and 6-8 apply to both species I and II. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, 1 and 12 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
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be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C 103(a) of the other invention. 

During a telephone conversation with Kiyoe Kabashima on July 1, 2004 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Species 1, claim 1-6, 8-17 and 
19-22. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 7 and 18 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference character(s) mentioned in the description: the reference 
numbers on the third full paragraph of page 14 are not found in Figure 10; the prime, double 
prime, triple prime and quadruple prime marks as disclosed in pages 14 and 15 are not shown in 
Figures 1 1 and 12. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header 
(as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 
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INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 



Replacement Drawing Sheets 

Drawing changes must be made by presenting replacement figures which incorporate the desired 
changes and which comply with 37 CFR 1 .84.

Applicant is required to submit acceptable corrected drawings within the time period set in the 
Office action. See 37 CFR 1.85(a). Failure to take corrective action within the set period will 
result in ABANDONMENT of the application. 

If corrected drawings are required in a Notice of Allowability (PTOL-37), the new drawings 
MUST be filed within the THREE MONTH shortened statutory period set for reply in the 
"Notice of Allowability." Extensions of time may NOT be obtained under the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.136 for filing the corrected drawings after the mailing of a Notice of Allowability. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6, 8-17 and 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over JP 07303439A to Daiwa Seiko (hereinafter Daiwa) in view of U.S. Patent no. 2,657,876 to 
Beiber. 

Seiko discloses the elements of the claimed dual bearing reel. Seiko does not disclose a 
spool having an outer flange portion projecting radially outward from an outer periphery of the 
inner flange portion, the outer flange portion having a density lower than that of the bobbin 
trunk. 

Bieber discloses a spool having a bobbin trunk 1 made of aluminum (col. 2, lines 18-20) 
and flanges 2 and 3 having an outer peripheral edge 6 made of nylon (which has a density lower 
than the density of the aluminum bobbin trunk) or other suitable materials (col 2, lines 24-27). 
Beiber is silent as to why edge 6 is made of nylon or other suitable materials however it can be 
gleaned that such construction makes the spool lighter in overall weight. 

Seiko is concerned with the overall weight of the spool as disclosed in the Derwent 
translation. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide Seiko with a 
spool as taught by Beiber to reduce the weight of the spool and the overall weight of the reel. 

With respect to claims 2 and 13, Beiber does not explicity disclose the member 6 to made 
of a magnesium alloy. However, Beiber discloses member 6 to made of nylon or "other suitable 
materials" in column 2, line 26. Magnesium alloy has a similar- characteristic to nylon in that it 
is lighter in weight and less dense than aluminum. It would've been an obvious matter design 
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choice to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide Seiko with an outer flange portion made of 
magnesium alloy since it has similar characteristics as stated above to nylon.
